41 They then ſeeing the attempt of Lyſima- 
thus, ſome of them t ſtones, ſome clubs, 
others taking handfuls of duſt, that was next at

42 Thus many of them they wounded,and ſome 
they firoke to the ground, and all [of they] they 
Forced to flee : bar as for the church-robber bim- 
ſelf, him they killed befides the treaſurie.
